No Soviet ‘limit’ on emigrants 


MOSCOW (AP). — The Soviet Gov- 
ernment has taken a major policy 
decision on the Jawish emigration 
problem here and within the past 
10 days has permitted an estimated 
150 Jews to leave for Israel, re- 
Hable Soviet sources reported yes- 
terday. 


The sources emphasized that al- 
though an average of 15 Jews have 
left the Soviet Union since last 
Sunday. the authorities placed no 
Umit on the number who would be 
allowed to leave. If the current 
emigration pace is maintained, more 
than 5,000 Jews would be permitted 
to go to Israel by the end of this 
year. 

The sources, however, would not 
confirm this figure. 

‘Three weeks ago ἃ group of Jews 
conducting a sit-in demonstration 
in a Soviet ParlHament building in 
Moscow were told that “very high 
government officials” would make 
and reveal a comprehensive deci- 
sion on the question of Jewish emi- 
gration to Israel.

GRAB FAMILY 


MOSCOW (AP). — Russian police 
seized a ‘Soviet doctor’s family yes- 
terday after they had entered U.S. 
Embassy grounds to seek informa- 
tion on Immigration. The Embassy 
delivered a strong statement ac- 
cusing the police of “violation of 
Embassy territory.” 


An Embassy spokesman said the 
incident developed into a struggle 
between a dozen U.S. employees and 
the Soviet militiamen. ΜΈ ΙΒ guards 
pulled the doctor's wife and two 
daughters, aged five and nine, onto 
the sidewalk in front of the Embassy 
and took them away. 


The doctor, a short, stocky man 
identified as Vasily Nikitenkov, 43, 
locked his arms around an iron gate 
and cried: “Help me! Help me!" 
About a dozen Embassy employees 
quickly came to his rescue. They 
foiled police efforts to take the man 


away by swinging closed the heavy 
iron gates. 

The protest to the Soviet Foreign 
Ministry was made by political 
counsellor Thompson R. Buchanan 
“in very strong terms," a spokes- 
man sald. It was delivered to Kon- 
stantin Fedoseyev, Deputy Chief of 
the U.S. section of the Ministry. 

Mrs. Nikitenkov's coat was torn 
from her back in the struggle. At 
the end of the fracas, an Embassy 
employee found the coat on the 
ground. Nikitenkov identified it ag 
his wife's. 

Nikitenkov told Embassy offictals 
he was a surgeon in Klin, 8 city 
about 120 kilometres north-west of 
Moscow. He sald he wanted to emi- 
grate because he was dissatisfied 
with life in the Saviet Union and 
had come to the Embassy to seek 
Information.

LONDON (UPI). — Britain's to-

cigerette packs that smoking can 
damage health, the Government 
announced yesterday. 

Sir Keith Joseph, Minister for 
Social Security, told Parliament the 
warnings will be printed in clear 
type on each pack, stating “smok- 
ing can damage your health” He 
said each cigarette advertisement 
also will carry a clear statement 
drawing attention to the warning 
notice on cigarette packets,

These would include the over-all 
ideological Hne which was expect- 
ed to be one of the key issues of 
the Congress. and questions of poli- 
Heal, economic and defence bloc 
co-operation, 

Retent developments in Poland 
have been causing and reportedly 
continue to cause considerable anxi- 
ety and to a far greater extent 
than has been reflected in official 
statements and publicly displayed 
attitudes, 

Diptomatic informants indteated 
the KremHMn wants to realign the 
bloc partnership with a seemingly 
more relaxed policy, while at the 
same time making sure that the bloc 
remains intact under its continued 
control.

At Sir Alec's request, Mr. Eban 
elaborated on the ideas about a ter- 
ritorial- settlement set forth at the 
week-end by Prime Minister Golda 
Meir in her London “Times” inter- 
view. 

‘No details emerged about the 
idea of an Israeli leasing arrange- 
ment tn Sharm e-Shelkh. However, 
the assumption was that if the 
Egyptians were willing, Israel 
would pay some form of anaual 
rentel to Cairo for its use, which 
could be portrayed as a defence

Eban satisfied with 
his Ministry’s image

TEL AVIV. — 
REIGN Minister Abba Eban 
does not feel that his Ministry 
fag a worse public image than the 
Defence Ministry. He told an inter- 
viewer in “Ramzor,”.the Labour Par- 
ty youth journal, this week, that 
“brrespective of any image, there is 
8 great desire to join us, parti- 
cularly to leave the Defence Forces 
and enter the Foreign Ministry. I 
do not discern any traffic in the 
other direction from us to other 
ministries.” 

The interviewer had also asked: 
“Isn't it the case that officials of 
your Ministry have the reputation 
of being yes-men, whereas those in 
the Defence cera emerge with 
clear-cut opinions of their own?” 

Mr. Eban denied that this was 
the case, adding: “When our peo- 
Ple appear in kibbutzim, there is 
an appreciation that they are do- 
ing more, and their assignment is 
a@ tougher one. I do think that our 
having held on as we have done 


to all our international relations, 
has been & most impressive politi- 
cal attainment. For it was achieved 
‘against nature, against the facts of 
power and contrary to realistic 
considerations.” 

He went on to say: “Perhaps 
our Ministry takes less care of its 
own public relations. Of course we 
have less money for publications 
about ourselves. This fact should 
improve our image, and the pub- 
lic should seek for more publica- 
tions that do not engage in per- 
sonal ‘cosmetics’. 

The Foreign Minister noted that 
they had set up a press relations 
division “although you know it's 
against my temperament. I do not 
think a Ministry can have an 
image. ‘Nor can a person. I do not 
think that it’s a major considera- 
tion. A person who begins to be 
over-concerned abour his image 
loses his effectiveness. Maybe we 
exaggerate this point, but if some- 
one were to propose publishing a 
Pamphlet about our Ministry, I 
would turn it down.”

By -ABRAHAM RABINOVICH 
Jerusalem Post Reporter 

T= design of a sizeable strip 
of the Jewish Quarter along 

Rehov Hayehudim will be open to 

architectural competition without

Yehude Tamir, chairman of the 
Government-owned Compeny for the 
Reconstruction of the Jewish Quar- 
ter, announced the competition at 2 
symposium on the Quarter’s recon- 
struction held Monday night at the 
Israel Museum. 

Design competitions for the Jew- 
ish Quarter were Ἐγχοξης τορι by 
the for rts e Jerusalem 
Committee Guning thelr deliberations 
three months ag0. Mr. Tamir said 
that in order to assure maximum 
design freedom to the architects Par 
tecipating. the normal 
in Jerusalem that buildings be eeoed 
with stone will mot be stipulated. 
He said the strip constituted a vital 
central artery and would be a prime 
architectural feature. 


Tn the symposium, several archi- yor 


tects expressed opposition to the 
work being carried out in the quar- 
ter. Architect Alfred Mansfeld, de- 
signer of the Israel Museum, said 
that the company was recreating 
8. stage set and not an environ- 
ment for 20th-century man. Instead 
of adapting the style of the Quar- 
‘ter as it used to be, the architects 
should produce mew concepts, he 
said. 

Architect Dan Elpad said that 
the architects in the quarter were 
being overly respectful of the past 
and slighting the present. An ar- 
chaeologist several centuries hence 
coming on the ruins of the & 
currently going up will not δὲ 
able to identify what period they 
were constructed. The use of other 
Materials, such as a glass curtain, 


in new buildings in the Quarter 
would enhance the appearance of 
the stone buildings around them. 
Architect Ya'acov Ya'ar, on the 
other hand, charged that too many 
old buildings in the Quarter were 
being demolished unnecessarily. 
Two architects working in the 
quarter, Ehud Menzel and Sa'adia 
Mandel, maintained that the new 
buildings going up there were mo- 
dern structures that adhered to cer- 
tain restrictions such as maintain- 
ing the human scale of the Old 
City, building in stone, and forming 
alleys by building along them. The 
object, they sald, was to weave the 
oid and new into a single texture. 
Mayor Teddy Kollek defended the 
more traditionalist approach to the 
reconstruction ss the desire of the 
greater part of the public. “They 
want to see the Quarter more or less 
as it was, not innovations or new 
technologies.” There is τόσα for a 
modern design approach, he said, 
in the Western Wall plaza and at 
the Hurva Synagogue. 
Speaking of the former. the ma-

THE MARCH

LONDON. — 

ΤΕΞ knowledgeable ghost of 
Rudyard Kipling would have 
disagreed with great caution before 
the 3,000 women from all over 
Britain who gathered at Hyde 
Park's Speakers’ Corner Jast week. 

Peaceloving males in the vicinity 
saw their numbers swell from two 
miniskirts, one hot-pants and 5. 
mass of muscle swathed in ἃ wool- 
len sweater and tweed gkirt. With- 
in minutes they were marshalled in 
fiercesome order. The first national 
demo of the Union of Women's 
Liberation was under way. 

From Hyde Park the not-so-gentle 
juggernaut trundled along crowded 
Oxford Street, handing off week-end 
shoppers like 50 many scrum halves 
intrepid enough to get in the way 
of a scrummaging pack. - 

Progress was leisurely at first, 
as the shop windows lured the wea- 
ker ones into unscheduled pauses. 
But with the lesser attractions of 
Whitehall and Downing Street — 
bachelor Prime Minister Edward 
Heath thoughtfully stayed out of 
sight in Number 10 — the move- 
ment acquired a fearful symmetry. 

The main meeting was in that tra- 
ditional scene of British demon- 
Strations, Trafalgar Square. High on 
his pedestal] Admiral Nelson gazed 
steadfastly towards WhitehaH and 
that seat of male domination, the 
Houses of Parliament. 

But the plinth of his column was 
festooned with slogans which woukl 
have made Lady Hamilton blush 
and probably did cause Nelson to 
close his good eye just in case. 

Out across the street a cinema 
poster advertised Sweden's Art of 
Love. In the Square moat posters 
drummed a similar note. Free con- 
traception ‘and Abortion on De- 
mand, they demanded, and Free 
Nurseries 24 Hours a Day. “A 
Woman's Place," a banner noted 
quizzically, “is in the WRONG." 
Another asked: “Why no Female 
Seamen on British Ships 7" 

Through 2a microphone placed 
beneath a huge painting of a hard- 
faced Amazon — her clenched fist 
raised in a Women Power salute 
and a broken manacle on her wrist 
— the message of the meeting was 
transmitted to, largely, the convert- 


ed. 
LITTLE BLUE VAN 

Constant forays were seen to be 
made by many into a little blue van 
parked by one of the marble lions.

FAO develops new bread 


By a U.N. Eeporter 

ATHENS, — 
PRESweNT Leopold Senghor of 
Senegal has given tis enthu- 
siastic blessing to a new type of 
bread being produced in his coun- 
try which, he says, besides tasting 
better than conventional bread, will 
save Senegal large amounts of pre- 

cious foreign exchange. 

“In the first year alone we hope 
to save more than $600,000 in wheat 
imports," the President — who is 
also recognized 85 one of the great- 
est living French-language poets — 
told food technologists of the Food 


and Agriculture Organization [ἢ 


(FAO) who developed the process. 

The saving is made by replacing 
30 per cent of imported flour with 
locally grown millet flour — a pro- 
cess which is spreading through 
many developing countries with 3 
variety of indigenous crops, in- 
cluding sorghum, soya and ground- 
nut flour for blending. 

Research carried out on behalf 
of FAO by the Cereals, Bread and 
Miour Institute in Wageningen, Ne- 
therlands, and financed by the Free- 
dom-from-Hunger Campaign, has led 
to the development of a white 
crumb bread based on manioc flour 
which contains no wheat flour and 
whose nutritional inferiority is off- 
set by the addition of vegetable pro- 
tein in the form of groundnut or 
soya flour. The result in ‘utrition- 
al terms is markedly superior to 
white bread. 

Pilot production will soon start 
in at least two Latin American 
countries. In Colombia, the Technical

The three FAO officers respon- 
sible for the research, Harald Per- 
ten, Pierre Albert and Roland Guinet 
have succeeded in producing ἃ 
French-style “baquette” bread from 
blended wheat and millet flours 
which was tested at the Interna- 


tional Food Salon held in Paris in 
October 1970. The crumb is darker 
than whole-wheat bread ‘but con- 
siderab)y finer im texture than rye. 

Market tests are soon to be start- 
ed following testing by institutions, 
solders, school-children and teach- 
ers, all of whom were consulted on 
the taste, colour and presentation 
of the final product. Most opinion 
was positive, Young people in par- 
ticular favoured the bread, though 
in some schoola a few teachers, old- 
er and less able to change their 
eating habits, were doubtful.

Serusalem community workers are 
suing Deputy Mayor Rabbi Mena- 
hem Porush for libel.

The head of the Department of 
Community Work, Mr. Avner Amiel, 
said that the suit was filed yes- 
terday morning following receipt of 
a letter from Rabbi Porush, who 
ts deputy mayor in charge of social 
welfare, to members of the inter- 
departmental Headquarters on Prob- 
jem Youth, saying that the street 
Bang workers will be removed from 
the sacial welfare department since 
they had allowed the street gangs 
to be infiltrated by Matzpen. 

‘The ‘crucial part of Rabb) Po- 
Tush's letter reads as follows: 
“..-after department investiga- 
‘ious we have come to the conclu- 
sion that if we want to bring about 
ἃ basic change in youth care with 
2 constructive and rehabilitative ap- 
proach, we must suspend certain 
alements who made tt possible for 
Metzpen and thetr iike to work their 
vay into the street gangs. We have 
lecided that it is Impossible to sus-

pend them now in any 
by transferring the whole care of 
problem and street corner youth to 
the Youth and Education Depart- 
ment of the Municipality” (Presu- 
mably, the street gang ‘workers 
wouki be under closer control iz 
the Education Department.) 

Rabbi Porush then added that he 
was therefore tendering his resig- 
mation as chairman of the Head- 
quarters, since the Social Welfare 
Department would have no further 
responsibility in this ares. (The 
Headquarters was set up ἃ few 
weeks ago on the suggestion of 
Labour Minister Yosef 'Aimogi.) 

STREET GANGS 

Mr. Amiel, who introduced work 
with street gangs in Jerusalem 
four years ago, does not feel the 
Education Department has the ne- 
‘cessary experience in work with 
delinquents and may not agree to 
carry on under those circumstances. 

In ἃ letter sent to Rabbi Porush 
yesterday, Mr. Amiel said that the 
department “totally rejects" Rabbi 
Porush’s allegations and recom- 
mendations, Tt js a gross slur on 
the Oriental communities, sald Mr. 
Amiel, who ἐξ himself of Moroccan 
origin, to suggest that they are in- 
volved with Matzpen — since “such 


ideas are utterly remote from them.” 

Asked about the transfer yester- 
day, Mr. Amiel said: “If the deci- 
sion to transfer street gang work- 
ers to the Education Department was 
taken after the recommendation by 
8. committee of national experts on 
deHnquercy and youth, we would 
accept it. 

“However, this decision has nothing 
to do with professionalism, and is 
blatantly political.” What street 
gang workers and all social work- 
.ers dealing with youth would Hke 
to see, he sald, would be one co- 
ordinated youth department invoi- 
ving such ereas as labour, housing 
and education. 

‘Rabb Porush’s reaction was: “If 
the Community Workers sue me, 
they can sue Judge Melamed too, 
whose Committee on Delinquency 
came out with similar conclusions 
bout the connection between the 
‘street gang workers and Matzpen.”

Two. demonstrations held 


Jerusalem Post Stafr 
‘Two demonstrations, one for and 
the other ‘withdrawal from 
the territories, were held in Jeru- 
salem yesterday while the Knesset 
was in session. 


Up to 500 people shouting, 
“Peace — not Territories’ and 
“Peace Now,” marched up King 
George Avenue yesterday, through 
Jaffa Road and across Ben Yehuda 
into Rehov Hillel. Most of the de- 
monstrators, who included Profes- 
sor Ernest Simon, were members 
of the “Peace and Security” move- 
ment, Mepam, Sish (New Left) 
and Maki. . 

The demonstrators were orderly 
and good-humoured, as were the 
police, but they were heckled and 
attecked at various points by Be- 
tar Gahal youths. Minor scuffles, 
which were quickly checked by the 
police, broke out when some of 
these youths, who included Ameri- 
cans, tried to pick fights with the 
demonstrators. One of the slogans 
which seemed particularly to in- 


cense the Betar and Gahal youth 
was “Dayan, we prefer peace to 
Sharm e-Sheikh." 

When the demoustrators arrived 
at the Jerusalem Tower Hotel, Prof. 
Simon attempted to address the 
crowd, some of whom were sitting 
on the pavement, but he was pre- 
wented by youths who threw gra- 
vel and refuse from the steps and 
balconies of the hotel. The demons- 
tration broke up In an orderly fa- 
shion with a spurt of students 
dancing the hora and singing, “We 
shall overcome” and “Hevenu Sha- 
lom Aieichem.” 


Some 40 demonstrators, mainly 
in their teens, apart from Dr. Israel 
Eldad, who addressed the gather- 
ing. met outside the Knesset yes- 
terday afternoon to support Gahal 
end the Free Centre in their bid 
to topple the Government.

Mr. Hausner concluded that no 
solution could be seen on the ho- 
rizon, but at least important steps 
forward in that direction had been 
made of late.

It would 
be catastrophic for Israel to cause 
8 break-down in the Jarring talks, 
or any other peace initiatives, he 
concluded. 

Mr. Yigal Horowitz (State List) 
started off his statement by com- 
pleining that the Prime Minister 
had disregarded opposition requests 
for an explanation. His faction, to- 


gether with several other MK, had 
written ἃ note to Mrs. Meir asking 
tor a general briefing on the politica! 
situation. They had not even re- 
ceived the courtesy of a reply, he 
said. Thus, Mrs. Meir's statement 
earlier in the debate that certain 
misunderstandings could be discus- 
sed “over the phone” rather than in 
public, were “semantic offers alone.’ 
The only way to get the Govers- 
ment to answer opposition plaints, 
he said, was to tackle it in public. 

New Communist Member Toufik 
Toubl claimed that Mrs. Meir had 
not offered to give up enough terrl- 
tory, when she spoke to “The Times.” 
Every faction in the House had an- 
nexationist tendencies, he said. 
Some were minimalists, other max!- 
Malista — all were imperialists, he 
concluded. 


NOT CONVINCED 

Rabbl Kalmar Kahana (Poalei 
Aguda) said that perhaps parties 
with an interest In the Cabinet — 
aM apparent reference to the N.R-P. 
— might be willing to accept Mrs. 
Meir's explanation. But his Poale 
Aguda head oo such interest and 
was frankly not convinced. The im- 
Plications for the future of Judea 
and Samaria remained grave, even 
after al] the Premier had told the 
House. 

Mr. Uri Avneri (Ha’olam Hazeh) 
said he couki not possibly support 
no-confidence motions tabled by par- 
tles who could not offer any alter- 
native save war, “Get up here and 
have the courage to tell the truth 
that you are calling for a resump- 
tion of the war," he said, “a war 
against the U.S.S.R. without Amer- 
ican aid.” 

Dr. Moshe Sneh " (Communists) 
said he had πὸ confidence in Gahal 
and the Free Centre, who were try- 
ing to thwart Knesset policy on 
withdrawal to secure, recognised and 
agreed borders. What the two fac- 
tions wanted was not really to op- 
pose withdrawal but to forestall all 
objective prospects for peace. At the 
Same time, he had many Teserva- 
tions about Mrs. Meir's interview. 


Meir’s statement 


Here is the text of ‘Mrs, Meir's 
prepared statement: 

ane Government of ‘srael, like 
every democratic government, acts 
ww accordance with the policy that 
has received the approval of the 
elected paruament. Our Government 
4s engaged in a political struggle 
over political demands and over 
matters of inestimably vital import- 
ance for the ‘country’s security and 
future. In this struggle, we are 
guided ‘by the basic principles of the 
Government's policy and tne authori- 
tative decisions of the Government 
and the Knesset. 


From the rostrum of the Knesset 
we speak not only to each other, 
out to the nation and to the world, 
and in view of attempts to present 
che Government's policy in a dis- 
torted light and to ‘burden it with 
unfounded charges, I regard it as 
my duty to reiterate certain prin- 
ciples of the Government's policy. 
Afterwards I shall deal also with 
the subject that has served the Op- 
position as the occasion for this de- 
pate in the House, 


Asrael wholeheartedly desires a 
lasting peace between herself and 
her nejgnbours. Peace is a vital need 
for our people and the peoples of 
the region, and we shali spare no 
effort to arrive at the conclusion of 
peace treaties with each of the 
Arad states bordering on Israel. 

It is our conviction thst the 
hoped-for peace can be achieved 
only through negotiations between 
ourselves and our neighbours, free 
negotiations, conducted without prior 
commitments and without dictates. 
We will reject any attempt, from 
any quarter whatsoever, to impose 
borders. The discussions on peace, 
under the auspices of Ambassador 
Jarring, must be conducted without 
prior commitments and, 88 the 
hoped-for progress towards the goal 
takes place, the stage of direct 
negotlations and the signing of a 
peace agreement will arrive. 


A central subject in peace nego- 
tations is that of borders, Israel 
desires and is entitled to defensible, 
agreed and recognized borders, and 
She will not give up this right. She 
will not return to the lines of June 
4, 1967. Readiness to negotiate on 
the subject of borders, without prior 
Conditions, is a decisive test of 
readiness to enter into a peace 
agreement with us. 


Unfortunately Egypt is still at- 
tempting to impose a dictate instead 
of conducting negotiations for a 
peace agreement. Israel will accept 
no dictates from any party, nor do 
we on our own part present Egypt 
with any prior conditions. 

The Government's policy has been 
mot to draw maps except in the 
course of negotiations over borders. 
This policy remains In force. When 
the time comes the Government will 
decide on its position and the mat- 
ter will be submitted to the Knes- 
set in accordance with the demo- 
cratic procedures obtaining among 
us, That moment, I regret to Say, 
has not yet come. 

Here I must recall that the Gov- 
ernment of Israel has never opera- 
ted according to the “not one inch" 
policy of Knesset Member Begin, 
even when he and his colleagues 
participated in the Government. We 
have never sald that the cease-fire 
lines have to be the peace boun- 
deries. 

‘NOT ONE INCH’ 

We have said that the boundaries 
have to be defensible and agreed 
upon in negotiations between the 
parties, and for this Israel will 
struggle without flinching. Mr. Begin 
and his colteagues had an oppor- 
tunity to convince the electorate 
that ‘peace could be obtained through 
the “not one inch” doctrine, but 
the great majority of the people 
rejected that doctrine, 

Our rich experience over the long 
period from the War of Independence 
to the days of June, 1967, has taught 
us the ineffectiveness and the danger 
inherent in reliance upon arrange- 
ments intended to serve as substi- 
tutes for defensible boundaries. U.N. 
observers and a U.N. force were 
Placed on our borders, and all of 
us are aware of the outcome. It is 
our experlence in defending our- 
selves that has brought ug to re- 
cognize that no Buarantees of any 
kind can be regarded as ἃ substitute 
for defensible Doundaries which we 
can defend by ourselves. 

These principles also found ex- 
pression In my conversation with 
the deputy editor of the London 
“Times,” the main points of which 


were published on March 13. 

AS reported by the papers cor- 
respondent himself, he did not make 
a stenographic record, but publish- 
ed the main points of what I said 
as voted by him, in the third per- 
son and not in direct quotation. 
Sometimes he changed the order 
of what was said, and the context 
did not always bring out clearly 
the full significznce of the points 
I mrade im the course of the con- 
versation, Since the questions put 
to me were likewise not published, 
the full meaning of the reply that 
was published does not always 
emerge. 


NO RETRACTION 

I bave no reason to retract any- 
thing that I said to Mr. Heren, in 
view of the seriousness of the is- 
sues and the interpretations which 
have been put on them, I feel it 
my duty to clarify some of the 
points exactly, to avoid misunder- 
standings. 

I did not engage in drawing 
maps, nor did I delineate borders. 
This epplies equally to Israsl’s east- 
ern border. I stressed that the dor- 
der between us and Jordan must be 
8 subject for negofiation between 
us. 

In reply to a question on our set- 
tlements in the Jordan Valley I 
sald that Israel must have a hold 
in that area. 

I was asked whether the Govern- 
ment had adopted the plan known 
as the Allon Plan and I replied that 
when it came to negotiations on 
the border with Jordan, there are 
and would be other plans as well. 
I was asked whether there was a 
plan for our remaining on the 
Heights, and replied that this was 
also a possibility. I refrained from 
adopting a specific plan, on the as- 
sumption that when the time comes 
the Government will decide, 


600,000 ARABS 

I mentioned that Gahal and the 
National feligious Party want all 
of Judea and Semaria. As for my- 
self, I repeated my reservations, 
which I have already expressed on 
more than one accession, at the ad- 
dition of 600,000 Arabs to Israel, 
out of a desire to preserve the Jew- 
ish character of the State. 

I rejected Egypt's return to Ge- 
za. At the same time I made it 
clear that Israel would be pre- 
pared to allow King Hussein the use 
of port services in Gaza or Haifa, 
as has been proposed in the past, 
without corridors. 

When talking about Sharm e- 
Sheikh, which commands the Straits 
of Tiran, I made it clear that it 
must remain in our hands with ter- 
ritorial continuity of access between 
Sharm e-Sheikh and Israel I said 
that negotiations had to be con- 
ducted on the Une of continuity 
to Sharm e-Sheikh, and that the 
region in Sinai west of the area of 
continuity must be demilitarized. 
Some confusion has obviously occur- 
red in connection with the “Times” 
quotation referring to negotiations 
on the border around Eilat. 

Certain commentators have attri- 
buted to me a proposal concerning 
the stationing of an international 
force in Sinai. I did not propose 
this, nor has such a proposal been 
published. I expressed my opinion 
concerning a mixed force to ensure 
the demilitarization, which must in- 
clude Israeli soldiers and in which, 
possibly, Egyptian soldiers could 
also he included. I touched on such 
ἃ possibility, but I must stress that 
no view on this subject has yet 
been crystallized in the Cabinet. 

I_am convinced that the presence 
ΟΣ Israeli soldiers guarding the de- 
militarization is most essential to 
ensure it. 


MENTIONS POINTS 

In addition to these clarifications, 
und in order to complete the Ppic- 
ture, I will mention some of the 
things I sald to the “Times' cor- 
respondent, which were elso pub- 
shed in his report: 

1. Jerusalem shall remain united 
and part of Israel.

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VENDETTA ENDS 
WITH MAN SHOT 
DEAD IN COURT 


Jerusalem Post Steff "- 

TEL AVIV. — A 20-year-old Arab, 
Bassam Abdul-Hai, whose brother 
Was Killed in a village fracas in 
Tira, on September 8, yesterday pul- 
led out a pistol in the packed Tel 
Aviv District Court amd shot his 
uncle to death and oritically wound- 
ed his cousin, Both men were stand- 
ing trial for the murder of Bas- 
sam's brother. 

The uncle, Tewfik Najib Abdui- 
Hai, 52, sank to the floor and died 
immediately. His son, Mazan Tew- 
fik Abdul-Hai, 19, was seriously 
wounded in the body. He was 
Yushed to Ichilov Hospital where 
doctors operated on him and later 
reported his condition as satisfac- 
tory. Also injured was a young 
lawyer, Miss Edna Arbel, who was 
in court on a different case. Her 
wounds were described as minor. 

It was learned that court author- 
ities met yesterday to determine 
how it was possible for Bassam 
Abdul-Hai to enter the courtroom 
while carrying a pistol. Not only are 
all persons checked at the door by 
security guards, but Bassam Abdul- 
Bai was actually out on bail and 
awaiting triel for stabbing his cou- 
min and threatening to kill his un- 

le. 

The father and son charged with 
the a: murder (of Rafik Ab- 
dul-Hat) following 2 quarrel over 
an inheritance were brought into 
the courtroom while another trial 
was under way. The trial was of 
two Druse accused of the armed 
holdup of a petrol station, On the 
bench were Judges Yitzhak Raveh, 
Haim Erlich and Moshe Belsky. 

The pair, flanked by two police- 
men, were told to be seated on the 
first bench, which is normally re- 
served for spectators, unt the trial 
of the Druse was finished. There 
were three more policemen in the 
room. 

PULLS OUT PISTOL 

Suddenly, Bassam Abdul-Hai, who 
waa sitting on a rear bench, rose 
to tis feet, ran forward and pulled 
out the pistol. First he shot his 
uncle at point-blank range, and then 
turned on his cousin, who 
to rise and run towards the astoni- 
shed Judges. He soon fell down, 
‘wounded, and leaned against 2 table. 
Bassam ‘Abdul-Hal fired again — 
he shot about six mes — and one 
of the bullets wounded Miss Arbel. 
Another lodged in the lawyers’ 
vench. Pandemonium broke loose in 
the ‘courtroom, and police moved 
in and overpowered Bassam. 

Meanwhile, the wounded man, 
Mazan Tewfik Abdul-Hal, was moan- 
ing out loud, “They've finished me. 
See what they have done to me!” 
The wife of the dead man began 
‘to scream and sob, and the brother

When asked how auch ἃ 
thing could occur in a courtroom 
in a country where every cinema 
is guarded by Haga men, he re- 
plied, “Of course we have ourown 
security men at the doors, but 
apparently they slipped up in this 
case.”

Tax deductions 
for citrus growers

Citrus grove owners will be al- 
lowed to write off the cost of re- 
Planting and, in certain cases, re- 
grafting, 88 an expense aguinst tax, 
according to the spokesman of the 
Internal Revenue Department. 


The problem concerns plantations 
where Shamuti orange trees are 
dying out. Some farmers also think 
that there are too many Valencias 
on the market, and it would be more 
profitable to re-gratt a proportion 
of the trees with grapefruit. Such 
expenses will be tax-deductible — 
75 per cent over the first five years, 
and 25 per ‘cent over the folowing 
five years. The concession will also 
apply to the re-planting of jemon 
trees that have been struck by the 
malsecco disease, 


It is thought that these arrange- 
ments will encourage the rehabllita- 
tion of groves which have tended to 
be neglected in recent years.
